One of tho worst features of ouv 


Auleriunn politics—und we expect of 
tho politics of overy nation—is the 
tendency of partisan noiil and party 
feeling to make mcu not over ttcrnpu- 
Ions in political matters as to tho 
means they employ to accomplish 
their ends. 
Frequently, those who 


itre honorable in their dealing in all 
tlio other 'relations of life, .will re- 
sort to almost anything for the sake 
of securing the triumph of the polit- 
ioiil party with which they are iden- 
tified, 
And this., disposition 
is 


manifested oftonor and more offen- 
sively, perhaps, in the indulgence in 
undue and unwarrantable personali- 
ties than in any other way. To a 
certain extent tue private character 
of candidates is it. legitimate matter 
of discussion in a political contest. 
There is much force in the saying, 
that in casting their votes, the ohiof 
consideration with tho people should 
bo principles, not men; but they can 
make mire the triumph of the prin- 
cipals they advocate only by putting 
in office men whose honesty and good 
faith can be relied on. And thus, 
whatever there may have boon in the 
past record of a candidate, whatever 
weakness or do touts there may be in 
his character which indicate that he 
is unworthy of confidence or in any 
way unfit for the position to which 
be aspires; are very proper subjects 
of criticism; und his political oppo- 
nents are iu the legitimate) line nf 
thair duties when thpy expose or cull 
attention to such things, 13ut beyond 
this it is not in accordance with tho 
just rules of an honorable political 
warfare to go. 
But it is not unfrn- 


quont that tho private life of a candi- 
date is overhauled, from his earliest 
years, and whatever there may bo in 
its record that it is thought injure 
his prospects with any class of voters, 
either through an appeal to their 
religious opinions, their prejudices, 
or in whatever way, is hold up to the 
gaze of the public uud commented 
on with special unction. The sacred 
privacy of family and social affairs 
is oftentimes in nowise respected. It 
is, moreover, a fact, in entire accor- 
dance with the reason of things, and 
confirmed, wo Lulievo, by tho history 
of popular elections of all times and 
places, that the weaker paity is in 
principle, tho more dishonest it in in 
purpose and tho more it is inclined 
to resort to personalities. 
It th« 


members of a party have principles— 
principles in which they hiiicoroly 
and strongly believe, ami whose tri- 
umph they honestly ilusiro —• they 
will naturally devote Ihoir chief ef- 
forts to to tho advocacy ot those prin- 
ciples; if they raally believo in tho 
right and justness of their cause, bo- 
ho\o that it 
IN a cause that will 


recommend itself lo a correct and on- 
lightened uionil sense, they will not 
bo ashamed of it, nut lio inclined to 
dodge or obscure tho main issno, will 
not hositato to openly urge its oliums 
upon the public favor, 
It is only 


when politicians aro conscious to 
themsolves of a wanliiioHM in princi- 
ples, only when they know thai their 
causa is unworthy, and that it would 
be condemned by a correct ami in- 
telligent public hiintimonl, that thoy 
soek to divert tho attention of Iho 
people from it, striui to tlead them 
astray from the question of principle 
to bo decided, by uHsuiling the per- 
sonal characters of their political 
opponents.

party in undue personalities is a vir- 
tual confuSHion of tho weakness nnd 
iiuwurthinoss of its 
cause.
